DISCUSSION: The Director, Texas Service Center, denied the employment-based immigrant visa 
petition. The matter is now before the Administrative Appeals Office (AAO) on appeal. The AAO will 
reject the appeal as untimely filed. 


In order to properly file an appeal, the regulation at 8 C.F.R. § 103.3(a)(2)G) provides that the 
affected party must file the complete appeal within 30 days of after service of the unfavorable 
decision. If the decision was mailed, the appeal must be filed within 33 days. See 8 C.F.R. § 
103.5a(b). The date of filing is not the date of mailing, but the date of actual receipt. See 8 C.F.R. § 
103.2(a)(7)(i). 

The director denied the petition on Wednesday, June 16, 2010. The director properly allowed the 
petitioner 33 days to file the appeal. Although counsel dated the appeal July 16, 2010, it was 
postmarked Monday, July 19, 2010, and received by the director on Wednesday, July 21, 2010, 35 
days after the decision was issued. Accordingly, the appeal was untimely filed. 


As the appeal was untimely filed and does not qualify as a motion, the appeal must be rejected. 


ORDER: The appeal is rejected.
